To those who are skeptical of the 
wisdom of investing money in real es¬ 
tate there are numerous instances of 
cities where every inch of land is of 
great value which have been built upon 
sites formerly sold for little or even 
given away. The United States and 
Canada are rich in such examples. 
Canada especially has been the scene 
-of gieat bargains in land. During the 
first years of its history James I. made 
a freq gift of the whole of Canada, to¬ 
gether with Newfoundland and Nova 
Beotia, to the famous Lord Stirling, 
Some 200 years later a member of the 
suite of the governor of the colony 
was granted 100,000 acres of land by 
William IV. Later this was increased 
by the addition of 500,000 acres. Sixty 
-years later a Canadian land company

THE MAGYARS IN HUNGARY 


How the Emperor Brought tho Re¬ 
fractory Element to His * 
Terms, 


The New York Times thus elucidates 
the recent triumph of the old em¬ 
peror of Austria-Hungary over the re¬ 
fractory Magyars by his threat of In¬ 
troducing manhood suffrage. They 
have acquiesced In his autocratic rule 
in tho army because of It, The threat 
was the subjection of the ruling 
classes in Hungary to the majority 
of the population through manhood 
suffrage. This says the Times: 

“Of the 45,000,000 population of 
Austria and Hungary, some 12,000,000 
are Germans, and about 9,000,000 are 
Magyars. The Germans are, though a 
minority in Austria, tho most influen¬ 
tial element, as are the Magyars In 
Hungary. The immediate cause Of 
the recent trouble was the claim of 
the Hungarians that their language 
should bo used In tho words of com.

In one of/them is Sidney Car¬ 
ton, the hero- In a garden ovefloolf- 
ing the hideous machine is a group of 
old women knitting, As the heads fall 
in the basket one after another the 
womon knit stealthily and count them 
out loud. The paragraph describing 
the last moments of Sidney Carton 
reads thus:
